HETHER this Crane's-bill were really to be found wild 
in Britain has been doubted by many botanifts, for many have 
certainly fought it in vain. The mountainous parts of Cumber- 
land alone have been mentioned as producing it.

(ituation between Hatfield and Welwyn, Hertford (hi re, by 
the Bcv.

lOMMUNICATED from the county of Durham by Mr. £• 
Robfon. However common about woods, thickets and paftures 
in the north of England, and in Scotland, this Geranium is very 
feldom met with in the fouthcrn counties. Mr. Rofe, finding 
the Norfolk fpecimcns not anfwcr exa£^ly to the Linnaean cha- 
ndlers, erroneoufly imagined his plant to be the paluftre^ mif- 
led as it (hould fccm by the luxuriancy of his fpecimcns, their 
reddifh flower buds, which is a variable circumftance, and pof- 
fibly by the petals being lefs deeply notched than Linnseus feems 
to defcribe them; but in that refpe£l, too, this and other fpecics 
occafionally vary. In his figure the petals are too round and 
entire. 

In our fpecimcns, which agree exaftly with Mr. Rofe's own 
herbarium in Dr. Smith's poiTeflion, and differ in no material 
refpe£l from that of Linnaeus, the root is ftrong and perennial; 
ftems fcveral, 2 or 3 feet high, roundifh, angular when dried, 
covered with reflexed hairs, much branched, and terminated 
by numerous flowers. The leaves can fcarcely be called fub^ 
peltate ; they are hairy, with clofe-preflcd hairs, pale beneath, 
and full of ftrong zigzag veins. The inner leaves of the calyx 
have a membranous border; petals blunt, fcarcely notched, hairy 
at the bafe; (lamina all nearly equal; arillus ot the feed hairy, 
with a brown elevated keel, but not rugged.

X H I S beautiful fpecies grows in the fame fituations as the 
G. robertianum, on walls, moid rocks, £cc. but is not fo com- 
mon, except in the mountainous parts of Great Britain. It is 
a brilliant ornament to the romantic dells of Matlock and Weft- 
moreland, decorating many a thatched roof and mofly ftone 
with its polifhed red ftems, and (hining leaves, which often 
likcwife turn red if expofed to much light. It flowers through- 
out the fummer. The root is annual. We are obliged to 
Mr. Robfon of Darlington for this fpecimen. 

In the fpecies before us the arillus of the feed has feveral 
rugged longitudinal ribs, and is hairy at the top. This part is 
very important in determining the fpecies of Geranium, and 
has not yet been well attended to, or botanifts would never 
have been at a lofs to difcriminate G. moUei pyrenaicumi 
pufillum and rotundifolium.

JL HIS is perhaps our moft common Geranium, being found 
in cultivated as well as wade ground, in fields and by way fides, 
in all parts of Great Britain, though the pujillumy t. 385, is 
equally plentiful in many places, particularly where the foil is 
gravelly. 

G. molle is annual, flowering from April to the end of fum- 
mer. Stems moAly fpreading or procumbent, rcddifli, clothed 
with foft but longifli hairs. Herb covered with fine foft down, 
and (haring the peculiar odour of the Geranium tribe. Leaves 
roundifh, lobed, and cut into broadifli, not linear, fegments. 
Flower-ftalks folitary, oppofite to the leaves, fpreading very 
much. Flowers ere6l, much larger and redder than thofe of 
fujillumy with cloven petals. Stamina all perfeS. Capfules 
tranfverfely rugofe or puckered, by which curious mark the 
fpecics is with abfolute certainty didinguiflied from fujillum, 
fyrenaicumy and roiundifolium, with all which it has often been 
confounded. The feeds are quite fmooth, not dotted.

J. HE Englisli name of this species seems to have been given 
from too great a regard to its Latin one, which however is very 
faulty, the plant being by uo means peculiar to the Pyrenean 
mountains or any others, but found in waste ground and the 
borders of fields in various parts of Europe, common about Lon- 
don, as at Chelsea, Hammersmilb, &c. flowering in July. Lin- 
n»us described it frum Gerard, supjiosing he had never seen it, 
and little suspeciing that he had itinhis herbarium confounded 
with molle. From that species it differs essentially in the sced- 
caaes being even, not transversely wrinkled, though their keel 
has a projecting tooth or two on each side. Itmo^iagrecswith 
pusitlum (see our 1.365) initHsccd-cases, which when young are 
downy, as in that, but much less so when they come to matu- 
rity. We have not found ihcm at all hairy as mentioned in Dr. 
Withering's 3d edition. The petals twice as long as the calyx, 
and deeply cloven, distinguish it however from piaiUum, not to 
mention the greater size of all its pans, and the perennial root, 
in which respects it differs from both the above-mentioned «nd 
from other neighbouring kinds. The S exterior stamina are 
sometimes abortive. Ii varies with white flowers. The stems 
»rc erect, rising to the height of s or 3 feet, with spreading 
branches. 

Mr. Curtis, in his excellent Flora, fa^c^ i, I. SO, has noticed 
the wrinkled seed-coat of <!. wto/fc; but it is remarkable he 
should not mention that mark of distinction when he came to 
describe the pyrmaiaim, and was so much puzzled to find ■ 
permanent character between them. In fact his " large-Sow- 
crcd molU ab(>u( Chelscft-hotpilal " i* the pyrenaicum.

VTATHERED wild near Bird-brook, Eflex, by Thomas 
Walford, Efq. This is generally fuppofed to be a rare fpecies, 
but wc have obferved it in various parts of Norfolk and York- 
(hire, as well as about Briftol, always in a gravelly or calca- 
reous foil, and never in any great quantity at once. It is an 
annual, flowering in June and July. 

The whole herb is flender, moftly procumbent, clothed with 
fmall rigid clofe-preflTed hairs, thofe on the ftem and flalks 
pointing downwards, the reft upwards.

Hoots fomewhat woody, producing many lax fpreading 
branched leafy ftems, often elegantly pendent from the brow 
of a ruiiged ]>recipice, or fcattered among (lirubs over the 
l)roken Itony foil in which this and mod fpccics of European 
Cranelbills delight. Thefe ilems are round, jointed, a little 
fvvelling above and below the joints. Leaves oppofite, derplv 
lol)ed and cut, roughilh, their margins entire. Flower-ftalks 
axillary, much longer than the lea\os, bearing a folitary flower, 
furniflied with a joint and two braclere, more than half way 
between their bafe and their apex. We have a varietv from 
Switzerland, fent by Mr. Davall, wliich has 2 flowers and 
4 brattea* from each of thefe joints.

W £ have this for the Malva parviflora of Mr. Hudfon, on 
the authority of a fpecimen communicated by that gentleman 
to Mr. Relhan, and faid to have been gathered by himfelf in a 
wild (late near Hythe in Kent. Some feeds remaining upon 
* it being fown, vegetated, and the fpecimen here delineated is 
a regular defcendant of the original plant. Specimens mod 
precifely agreeing with it are in the Lmnaean herbarium from 
the Upfal garden, and are incautioufly marked by Linnaeus 
M. parviflora^ though evidently diftinA from the genuine ori- 
ginal ones fo named, defcribed m Amoen, Acad. v. 3. 41$, and 
well rcprefented by Jacquin's figure, Hort, V'tnd. t. 39. In that 
true JVf. pannjlora the leaves arc vcr\* angular, and (harply 
fcrrated ; the flowers feffile (or nearly Jo), 3 or 4 together in 
axillary cluftcrs. 

There is more difficulty in diftincuifliing Mr. Iludfon's 
plant (which we have named pujilla) from At. rotundifolia^ to 
which it is mod nearly allied, and future experience niuftftiow 
whether they be permanently di(lin6t or not. In leaves and 
flcm ihcy are much alike ; but M. pujilla appears to have never 
more than two flowers from each axilla, inflcad of 4, 5, or a 
ftill greater number ; and tiie petals fcarcely exceed the calyx, 
inftead of being more than t\\ ice as long. In the coverings of 
the feeds, fo important in the neighbouring genus of Geranium^ 
we lind no diflerence. In both fpccies when dry they are re- 
ticulated with tranfvcrfe wrinkles.

In a garden, whence our >|>ccinieii was J 
lakcn, the plant often remains some yeart without btuuoni- ^ 
ing, but lUcit in ilic winter after it has flowered, being natu- 
rally biennial. Seeds scattered in the ground will aonw of 
them keep ipringing up every season, for an iudctcrininste 
number of years ; but the young plants are impatient of cold, 
except in maritime situationsj and few of them survive even s 
•ingle winter.

Dr. Withering, if we are right in our quotation, of which 
there can fcarcely be a doubt, fay's it was nrft found wild near 
Ca^Ieton, Derbyshire, by a Mr. Howard. It is not rare about 
old gardens, and although both the above places of growth 
appear to ellablifh it as a native, perhaps it may originally have 
efcaped from the garden, like Valeriana rubra, and wme othera 
now well eftabliflied. 

Root fibrous and tufted, (Irongly fixed between the flones, 
perennial, Hei^ ddicate, tender, fmooth, a little glaucous.

VV E have in a late number prcfumed to animadvert os 
the fallacy of common report as to the vulnerary powers of to- 
gctablcs, and here prcfent a plant which has fcarccly report W 
eountcnancc its prctcnGons, nor any thing clfc than a namCf. 
for which we meet with no authority but the account of Joh&, 
Bauhin, who, from the nature of his vaft work) was obliged to 
tTuft much to others. The plant however is highly worthy of 
conlidcration as a food for cattle, thriving like the Saim-foin 
in dry chalky places, and being favourable to the produflion 
of milk, as indeed its natural allinities would appear to in- 
dicate. 

It occurs in moft of our chalk and limc-ftone countries 
abundantly, flowering from June to Auguft- The root is per- 
ennial and woody. Stems round, hairy, nearly a foot high, 
not quite ere£t, leafy, terminated by two heads of thicWct 
yellow flowers, with lingered braflex, and a mcmbranoui hairy 
calyx. One of thefe heads is lower than the other, and flower* 
earlier.

It flowers in July and AugulK 
and has been noticed hf botanifts on various parts of the eaS 
and foutb coall of England The famous account given by 
the learned Dr. Caius, of the ncas which gr«w To copioufl* 9 
intlie autumn iif 1555,00 rocks between AWbtirf^h amiOrfiird, 
as to afford food for thoufands of people, relates to Ibis plant. 
A year of fcarciiy drew the attention of the inhabitants to tbi< 
beneficent provifion of Nature ; and, as diftrcfs feldom fails to 
remind man of his Maker, they deemed it miraculous, and 
feafted on what they have in other feafons overlooked or ncg- 
leftcd, becaufc, like the beft gifts of Providence, it wa» 
wiihin every one's reach. 

The long perennial roots of the P. marilimum run deep be- 
tween the floiies, and the Umple, fquare, procumbent, leaft 
ftems fpread over the furface of the ground. The whole here 
is fmouth, of a grcyifh or glaucous hue. Leaves alternate, 
formed of feveral, alternate, elliptical, gradually diminifhin^ 
entire leaflets, their common llalk ending in a branched ten- 
dril.

They 
are of a beautiful rich crinjfon, very elegant in appearance ; the 
pods long, linear, nearly cylindrical, and fmooth, with many 
feeds ; the root annual.

Linnxus, in this inl^ancc, as in maiiy others, has prefcrved 
an old generic name, Niffol'ia, given by 'I'ourncfort, as a trivial 
name, retaining its original feminine termination. Such trivial 
names, being fubdantives, ought always to begin with a capital 
Iclter. Many perfons, for want of underflanding this, have ac< 
cufed Linna;us of writing falfe concords.

Rev. Mr. Francis, from the borders of cornfields at Rawi 
aniJ Hockley, Essex, where it flowers in July. Ray found 1 
in several parts of that county. Mr. Swayne is quoted by Dr. 
Withering as having observed it between Bath and Bristol. 

The root is annual. Stem climbing by means of long, 
branched, haiiy tendrils, broadly willed, hairy.

i. HIS Vetch, hirhcrtn fuppofed peculiar to iKc moanUinont 
parts of England and Wales, has at lengtli been found in * 
wood near Newmarket, bjr the Rev. Mr. John licmflcd, aTcry 
intelligent and induflrious botanid of that place, from tfhom 
this fpecimen was fent us by William Matthew, Efq. in the 
middle of June laft. It flowers from that time to the middle 
of Auguft. Dr. Smith gathered it in the hedges and thicLet) 
behind Saxton's bath at Matlock. 

The perennial root throws out many weak, zigzag, ftriated, 
and much branched Hems, fix or fcven feet high, which climb 
among the neighbouring bulhes by means of compound tendriti 
at the ends of the leaf- ftalks. The leaflets are exaQly oval, or 
rather a little obtufe, tipped with a minute bridle ; (lipulx

J. HIS is a wild specimen of the common f^icia sativa, ao 
cilled because it 15 cultivated as an early fodder for c«tUe in 
various parts of Europe, and the seeds are the food of pigeom. 
It varies much in size, and in the formaswellasbreadthof (he 
leaves, which are sometimes inversely heart-shaped, sometime* 
(at least the upper ones) of an clliptic-laneeolatt; form. It is 
easily known by the depressed mark on the stipule, which looks 
as if made with a hot iron, and varies in colour from black to 
brown, and even yellow. The root is annual. Stems weak, 
procumbent if the tendrils meet with nothing to cling to for 
support, angular and furrowed, as arc also the common foot- 
stalks of the leaves.

-{ E late Mr. Humphrey of Norwicli found this plant taa.ay 
years ago on ihc beach at Orford, SutTolk, on the fide next the 
liver, aoout a mile from the liavcn's mouth. It has lincc been 
met with at Aldborough, by the Rev. Mr. Burrougbes. Our 
fpccimens were gathered at Weymouth, by the Rct. Mr. BaVcr 
and A. U. L:imbLTt, Efq. in Au^idl 1795. Wc know- of no 
other Britilh ftations of the V. luiea, the plant found on Glaf- 
tonbury Tor hill being the hybnda. 

The root is perennial, long, dividing at the top, among the 
Joofc pebbles where it grows, into feveral diffufe, angular, 
fmooth, leafy items, often two or three feet long, but httle 
branched- Some of the branches are always fubterraneous, 
producing colourlefs condcnfcd gemma rather than flowers, 
which however form feeds ns in Lathyus amphicarfms, and fomc 
other vetches. The leaves are compofed of numerous, oppolitc 
or alternate, pointed or bluntith leaflets, hairy beneath, with a 
branched tendril at the end of their common foot-ftalk. Sli- 
pula; triangular, generally ftained externally, more or lefs 
deeply, with a blackifh red hue; fome of them however arc 
green.

Indeed it appears the lafl-mentioi>ed 
author never knew the real hybrida, as it does not grow at Wey- 
mouth ; and we have detected what he gathered there for this 
fpccies to be another, hitherto nondefcript, as will appear in 
the next page. 

The plant now before us has generally taller and rather 
more upright flems than V. luiea, which it otherwifc very 
nearly refetnblcs in habit and leading characters. The flowers 
are generally yellow, ftrcaked a little wiih pale purpli(h rcd| 
we know not that ihcy ever vary to grey or purple. They are 
elTentially charaderifed by the back of their (tandard or vixUlum 
being hairy.

J. HIS fpctimcn was gathered on the beach at Weymouth, 
y the Rev. Mr. Baker, in Auguft 1792. On the authority of 
an original fpecimen fcnt to Dr. Puiteney by the late Mr. 
Hudfon, we pronounce it his V. hybrida, and cODfcquciitly that 
of Dr. Withering, who in this inltance has relied on the Fh, 
Ariglica. In faft, many pcrfons who have found this VUia at 
Weytnoutli have taken it for hjbrida ; others have fuppofed it 
biihynica ,■ though it anfwers to the charaflerE of neither. The 
true bithynUa is alfo found at Weymouth. It appears by Nlr. 
Lightfoot's herbarium, now :n her Majcfty's poficQion, that he 
was well acquainted with our V. iavigala. The Rct. Dr. 
Goodenough has alfo communicated to us cultivated fpeciment, 
and from loDg obfervation is convinced of the certainty of the 
fpecics. 

The ftems of V. lavigata are only from fix to twelve inchet 
long, upright and always much lefsdifTufc than thofeof V. /»r/a. 
Leaves and whole plant entirely fmooth. Stipulx green, or 
pale brown. Flowers like thofc of the luUa, out their calyx- 
teeth arc generally more equal in length. In colour they are 
for the mod part lefs yellow, and fomctimes quite blue t but 
both fpecics arc fo extremely variable in that refpe£t, wc have 
rather cxpteflcd the two extremes of colour common to both.

J. HIS rare Wtch occurs in two very different situations in 
England, in fields near the sea in Dorsetshire and (lampshire, 
from whence Mr. W. Barrcr sent it in May and June last; 

and in hedges or hushy places in Yorkshire and Worcesler-

J. HIS has been found, chiefly in a fandy foil, on Tarious 
mountains of Scotland ; it was fent by the late Dr. Hope to 
Linnxus, and we have received it from Mr. Mackay and Mr, 
Bruce. 

The root is ftrong, woody and perennial, dividing at tie 
crown into feveral leafy tuits. Leaves all radical, fpreading, 
pinnate; leaflets feflile, generally oppolilc, the lowcnuoft often 
more remote and fometimes alternate, the terminal one gene- 
rally fmaller than thercfli all of them arc ovate, fonietimcs 
lanceolate) entire, acute, a little concave above, clothed all 
over, but efpecially beneath, with (ilky hairinefs, as is the 
common footftnik likcwifc, which is often more permanent 
than the leaflets, hardening into a fort of fpinc. It has a pair 
of broad membranous ftipulie at the bafe. Stalk Ample, hairy, 
upright, a little longer than the leaves, bearing a Ihort fimple 
fpike (erroneoufly reprefented branched in Lightfoot's figure) 
of handfomc purple liowers, whofc calyx is clothed with a 
mixture of black and white hairs. Braaex lanceolate, hairy. 
Pods ere£l, inflated, cylindrical, rather more than half an inch 
long, terminating in a fharp oblii^ue point, thickly clothed with 
brown clofe-prefled hairs. It flowers in July. 

Copious wild fpecimens of this plant from Mr. Bruce, at 
well as thofe of Dr. Hope, being compared with the two ori- 
ginal Siberian ones of Linnxus, leave not the leall doubt of 
its being his A. uraienfts^ though his arc more luxuriant than 
ours, as alfo thofe defcribed in the Horliis Vpjal'tcnjis^ copied 
by Dr. Withering, appear to have been. Hence arofc fome 
uncertainty refpccUng the identity of the Scotch AJlragalus, 
which we are happy to remove. A Swifs fpecimen from Mr. 
Davall proves it alfo to be the No. 410 of Haller, as i]uoted by 
all authors.

The present is, oa Mr. Don obsen'cn, a very sjilendid species.

Flowers c ream -colon red or buff, with more or less of a purple 
tinge on the keel and wings, discernible in Mr. Don's dried spe- 
cimens, as well as in foreign ones, and mentioned by Ltiuueui 
and Holler.

We have been careful to procure a genuine wild specimen 
of this plant from the calcareous hill* above Matlock bath, 
where it appears to be truly pereniiia!, flowering about the cud 
of June. Professor Marlyu observes that it seldom lasts more 
than 2 years in a cultivared state. This may probably be for 
want of a fit soil or situation, as is the case likewise with 
Saintfoin, a truly perennial plant on its native chalky downs.

1 R. DICKSON firft obfervcd this new fpeclM of Latui aa 
the rocky beach at Haflings, from whtiice it was brought a> 
by Mr. E. Forfter. Mr. Turner and Mr, Sowerby remarke4

Brifiol. Linnieus confounded it with his L. angujli^mas, 
which is a larger plant, with fniooih leaves, uid fhorter, 
much thicker, pods.

J. H£ Cuhivaled Lucerne is well known as a fodder for cat 
though rather of recent intioduction. It is said to have b 

brought from the more eastern counlries into Gretec, and his 
for ages liccn in general euliivaiiuii in the south of Europe, 
A complete history of the subject is given in Professor Mariya'a 
Flora Rust tea. 

This plant seems to have but litile right to a place in our 
Flora, being only a naturalized species, and seldom lasting 
long in a place. The Rev. Mr. Leathes sent it from Cringlc- 
forJ near Nonvich, where he observed it abundantly in hedges, 
as wild as it ever occurs with us, flowering in July and 
August. 

Root perennial, woody, preferring a calcareous dry soil. 
Stems nearly creel, about 2 feet high, branched, leafy, 
roundish, smooth. Leaves alternate, stalked, lernate, oblong 
inclining to wedge-shaped, acute, serrated in the fore part, 
smooth above, Hairy Deneath.

Sent by the Rev. Mr. Hemsted from near Bedford. Il 
occurs in several of the southern parts of England, on a gravellj' 
loil, flowering in May and June. We have gathered tl 
plentifully under the wall of Richmond gardens next the river. 
The Rev. Dr. Beeke finds it abundant in many maritime 
parishes of Devonshire. 

The root is annual, furnished with little fleshy knobs aa in 
Ficia lathyroidei, and others of the same family. Stems 
prostrate, branched and spreading, angular. Stipulas more 
or less deeply cut. Leaflets inversely heartshaped, ribbed, 
sharply toothed. Flowerstalks axillary, solitary, slender, baiiy, 
each bearing commonly 3 yellow flowers. The germen be- 
comes spiral after impregnation, and is coiled up into a ball, 
like a snail's shell, the outer edge of each circumvolution 
being beset with little prominent teeth. 

In this variety, which is the most common, the leaSets an 
each marked with a black spot: in some oihcrs they are more 
silky, and the spines on the fruit also vary in form. Expe- 
riments are rc(]uisitc to prove whether these supposed varieties

W E add lo our Flora another Hypericum without the letit 
iple. This species, erroneously suspected by Liniuras lo 
of American origin, is known by the authority of Sir 
George Wheier and of Professor Sibthorp to grow in wood* 
about the village of Bclgrad, near Constantinople. Our 
specimen was gathered by Mr. Drumniond, curator of the 
new botanic garden of Cork, and sent iis by Mr. Tlincks, le- 
ereiary to the Cork Institution. The plant grows in great 
abundance 3 miles from Cork in the way to Bandon, in ino*e 
gentlemen's opinion, perfectly wild, nor, when wc consider 
the climate and exposure, and bow little Ireland ha* hern 
scientifically examined, can wc donbt ii. We had hoped ihat 
Bauhin's l*yren£ean jiscyrvm magno Jiore, ProJ. 130, might 
prove the same ; but a manuscript note of Linnsus, madc'cm 
examining Burser's h::rhariiim, asserts that to be his //. ^i- 
cyroti, and not calycinum. Morison has Hgurcd our plant, 
sect. 5. t. 3a. /. 9, but his description is a miserable mass of 
error. 

This very handsome plant is a great and frequent omamait 
to shrubberies, growing under trees, and flowering all summer 
long. The roots creep. The stems are shrubby; branches 
simple, leafy, square, each terminated hy a flower larger than 
in any other Ht/pericam, of a rich golden yellow, wuh 4, 
rarely 4, styles. The petals are often lobed. The leaves «re 
sessile, elliptic-oblong, obtuse, entire, punctate, paler be- 
neath.

J. HAT this is a most distinct species of Hyperienm from tlie I 
perj'orutum anti all others Llit^re can be no doubt, tJtoueli it scans 1 
to have escaped the notice of every author ext^ept Uic accurate i 
Leers, not being mentioned even as a variety by any other that ' 
we can find. Neither is it, as Leers wa:i induced to sutpcct, 
the H. prrfolialvm of Linnauit. This addition to our cita- 
lociie ot British natives was discovered in July I'W hv Dr. 
John Seward of Worcester, growing plentifully about iiapcy 
in that county, and was ascertained by the Kcv. Mr. Doii^bt 
to be the H. dubium of Leers. Dr. Smith has recdvcd it 
from Switzerland, by favour of Mr. Da\'a)l, under the sime 
denomination, and tburtd it himself very abundantly last 
Auffust about Colonel Johnes's delightful and romantic plicc 
at Hafod, Cardiganshire, as well as in Mr. Knighi'f line 
woods at Downlun Castle near Ludlow, wherv ii is much 
more common than the perforatum. It may perhaps be found 
in other parts of our island when accurately sought for. 

In habit, size, and colour, this plant very nearly agira 
with the perforatum, but ditfers essentially from tliat spcrits 
in having no pellucid dots apparent on the leaves, and in the 
calyt-leaves being cUiplicul and obtuse.

OCARCELY any botanical discovery with which, through 
the kindness of our friends, we have been enabled lo enrich 
our work, has givtn us more pleasure than this beaulihil Hy- 
pericum, found by Mr. G. Don, " by ihe sidenf a hedge near 
(he wood of Aberdalgy in Siraih Earn, Pcrihsliiie, but spa- 
ringly, flowering in (be end of September or Oct'tber." Sooic 
of his specimens have reached us in a snflicienily fresh »iaic 
to be drawn in the annexed plate. We know not ihat this 
plant has been much noticed by authors, hut we hsvc speci- 
mens from Switzerland and Italy, as well as Austrian anci 
from Jacquin.

iLiavL'ily soil, (lowering in July, when ha tall straight slender 
panicled stems, hearing numerous yellow buds tipped with red, 
intennixed with already expanded flowers, aie no less conspi- 
cuous than beautiful. 

The root is woody and perennial. Stem roimd. Whole 
pb:it smooth. Leaves convex, firm and rigid, dotted, dark- 
giet-ii above with a glaucous tinge, paler beneath ; they are 
se^itiilc, heart-shaped and entire, generally dcflexed ; the lower- 
most scjii become perfectly red. The calyx-leaves are ellip- 
tical, tuuthed with dark glands, and furrowed. Petals of a 
gold'.ii yellow, externally lipped with scarlet ; their edge glan- 
dular. AnthcriE red ; which contributes to enliven the flowers. 
Capsule small, brown. 

Wc know not that this plant has any thing but beauty to 
recommend it. We conclude with it the history of the Bri- 
tish Hyperica, all of which, as Far as hitherto known, have 
now appeared in the present work.

OPONGY bogs in fevcral parts of England produce tltit 
pretty fpecies, nor has it been obfcr^-ed ia any other country, 
ciccpt the northern part of France (Dnlibard Parif. 234). This 
fpcciineii grew on Hayes common in Kcntj Dr. Smith found 
the plant oa Derfingham moor near Lynn, and Francis Borone 
in Cornwall. 

TTie ftem is round, and grows nearly proftrate among wet 
moni'3 and Rrafs, ti.rowiiig oiu kin^^ iibrous pcixni.i.il n.-.r: 
from the firlt three or four joints ; its fubftance is fpoiipy ; ir 1 
upper part downy. Leaves oppofite, covering ilie flem, almoft 
orbicular, blunt, rarely emarginate, entire, with about fcven 
ncrvc3, clothed, efpecially on the back, with down compofed of 
fine Ihort jointed hairs. The panicle, terminal at firft, bccomci 
lateral by the protrufion of the ilem beyond it, and is dichoto- 
mous, rarely producing more than from five to ten flowers, 
which appear in July and Auguil, feldom expanding except in 
bright fiinfliiiic. Calyx divided about half way, fringed with 
red glands, as arc likewife the braftca:. Petals with greenifli 
ribs. Stamina in llirce fets, divided about half way down into 
from three to five filaments. Styles three. Nectary of ilircc 
little yellow glands at the bafe of the germen. 

Tliis, as Linn-.cus obferves, is very nearly related to his JI. 10- 
mentofum, which however dilFers from elodes in having oblonj^ 
leaves, the veins of which fpring from the mid-rib, and not from 
the bafe, a much larger and more compound panicle, caiy\ and 
Ilamina more deeply divided, the former bearinj; bUck or puj- 
pie glands. 
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
